John Morley’s Stirring Speech on the 
Parnell Amendment. 


A Bad Augury For the Peace of 
Europe. 


Bold Outrages by Bomb Throwers in France 
Foreign Stock Markets Still Affected by 
the Political Situation—Rumors of Dis- 
sensions in the English Cabinet—The 
Montreal Carnival—An American Off- 
cer’s Interview With Gen. Von Moltke— 
The Stanley Expedition—The French and 
German Armies—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonDOoN, February 9.—Morley’s speech on 
Parnell’s amendment last night in the Com- 
mons was excellent and effective, though it 
contained nothing new. The spirit of it was 
all condensed into the following concluding 
words: ‘‘l ask the House whether any session 
ever began with less hope in the mind of any 
section of the House, less expectation and 
ess intention of doing good work. I misun- 
derstand the temper of the House if there is 
any buoyant hope or expectation of getting 
on with legislative business for England, 
Scotland, Wales or Ireland. I never felt 
the atmosphere of the House so leaden. 
I have only one thing more to do- 
to express my conviction that this leaden, 
motionless cloud will not lift from our deliber- 
ations until you have achieved as your first 
task such reform of the system of Government 
in Ireland as will meet the needs and secure 
the confidence of the Irish people.’’ 

THD EASTERN QUESTION, 

Tne blue book on the affairs of Bulgaria and 
Eastern Roumanla, published yesterday, shows 
Salisbury’s government during last autumn in 
a very bad light. It confirms the statements 
that have been made about intrigues on de- 
half of Alexander, in which the Queen herself 
has taken part. Indeed, the British agent at Sofia 
telegraphed that at last the prince ‘‘expressed 
inthe strongest terms his gratitude to the 
Queen and her Majesty's Government for the 
kindness they bad invariably shown him, and 
hoped they would not add to the difficulty of 
his very painful position by urging him to re- 
main in Bulgaria.’ Salisbury applied in turn 
to the Europeiin Ste, practicaliy for as- 
sistance in supporting Alexander, but was 
snubbed allround. It was practically the En- 
glish Government which brought the Prince 
back, but he abdicated at the moment Salis- 
bury believed him most firmly re-established. 
The result has been the creation of a regency, 
which, at present, isadanger to European 
peace.

A BAD AUGURY. 


Effect of the Italian Cabinet Crisis on the 
Peace of Europe. 


VIENNA, February 9.—The press of this city 
considers the resignation of Count de Robi- 
lant, the Italian Foreign Minister, a bad 
augury for the preservation of European 
peace. His ritirement, the papers say, will 
be especially welcome in Russia, where the 
Italian defeat at Massowah is recognized as be- 
ing partly the work of Russian assistance to 
Abyssinians,.

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FRANCE AND GERMANY. 


The Respective Forces of the Two Powers— 
Interesting Facts and Figures. 


Both in ner land and her sea forces France 
has a peace effective numerically superior to 
that of Germany. The difference is greatest 
in the navs, and there also it could not be 
mace up, should a war occur at anytime be- 
fore 1890; yet, though it may seem a contra- 
diction , inthe navy this French numerical 
superiority is the least important. Germany 
has no colonies worth attacking, and her 
comparatively short coast line at home, where 
accessible at all, is' well provided with de- 
fences, while France has a long coast line to 
guard. Above all, the tremendous vigor with 
which war on land would be waged between 
these powers would make it the decisive ele- 
ment; just as in 1870, when the French naval 
superiority was perhaps even more marked 
than to-day, it yetavailed nothing. For this 
reason it is not important to compare the 
naval forces of the two countries. 

The army peace establishment of France is 
the larger, but in population and potential 
arms-bearing resources Germany has the ad- 
vantaye. France has the greater debt and 
heavier taxes to sustain, but from these taxes 
the Government receives the ampier appro- 
priations each year for military and naval 
purposes. The peace effective of the French 
army, according to last year’s budget, is 
523,288, comprising 81,140 officers and 492,143 
enlisted men. Maj. Huberding of the German 
War Ministry, in reporting recently to the 
special committee of the Reichstag on the 
army dil, estimated the French 
foroe of enlisted men at 


gregate of 445,417. Thus in the peace effective 
the advantage is clearly on the side of the 
French. The news of yesterday, however, 
announces that 68,200 infantry and 4,800 rifle 
men, making a total of 73,000 men, of the Ger- 
man reserves, have been summoned to drill 
during the present week, so that for the next 
fortnight the effective force with the colors 
will be about as great on the German side 
TURNING TO THE WAR FOOTING, 
the first addition of France would be what is 
called the territorial army, which comprises 
an aggregate of 616,000 officers and men. Other 
additions might carry the total effective under 
the first call up to 1,600,000 men, including all 
arms and staff services. The German 
mobilization fora war footing, without the 
landsturm and special organizations, but in- 
cluding garrison and field reserves, would 
comprise 35,427 officers and 1,456,677 men, with 
about 27,000 more tor the medical and col- 
lateral forces. Thus we see again how close 
the two mobilizations would come in nu- 
merical strength. When the landsturm is 
called out on the one side and its French 
equivalent on the other, the Germans have an 
ultimate superiority of numbers, although the 
French nominally counterpoise the advantage 
of population by making a larger ratio of 
their people liable to a military service. Still, 
so faras numbers are concerned, the French 
would be much better off at the « utset than in 
1870. Were it }possible for them, by a sudden 
dash, to invade Alsace and Lorraine, and 
neutralize the advantage in population which 
their possession gives to the Germans, a new 
tace might be put upon the struggle. The 
German fortifications, military skill, and 
watchfulness, however, and the probabilizy 
that if there is war this year it will be due to 
Germany’s taking the initiative, render this 
contingency unlikely to occur. 
THE RESPECTIVE FORCES. 

The difference between the respective or- 
ganizations of the two forces may be briefly 
indicated by saying that France is a little the 
stronger in infantry, about in proportion to 
the general strength of her peace organiza- 
tion. She is decidedly the stronger in artil- 
lery, and especially in the number of her field 
guns. Maj. Huberding declared tothe Reich- 
stag thatthe French batteries now contain 452 
mounted pieces more than the Ger- 


man, the latter having 1,404 to the 1,856 
of France. On the other hand, the 
Germans are very much stronger 


than the French in cavalry, having fully 
seventy more squadrons and about one-third 
more total cavairy force. One of the highest 
cavalry authorities in France declares that 
the disparity in this respect at the outset 
would be mch greater, since a large part of 
the French mounted force is absent in Africa, 
making the German available force nearly 
double that of the French. In a week or ten 
days, however, the absent French cavalry 
could be recalled, and then the respective 
strength in this arm would be an aggregate of 
about 64,000 officers and men for the Germans 
against 48,000 for the French.

THE EMIN BEY EXPEDITION. 


Stanley’s the Largest and Most Expensive 
Ever Sent to Africa, 


The expedition which Mr. Stanley is about 
to lead into Africa is by far the largest and 
most expensive that ever set out on a peaceful 
mission in the Dark Continent; Traveling in 
savage countries is always very costly. It has 
been estimated that the average expense in- 
curred by exploring parties in Africa is over 
$15a mile. It costs the English and Algerisn 


every missionary they landed on the shores of 
Victoria Nyanza. Stanley’s trip across 
the continent is said to have cost 
about $60,000, Dr. Holub, who is 
now working his way from South 


Africatothe Great Lakes, took witn him an 
outit that cost $25,000. The money expended 
by most important expeditions has varied 
from $10,000 to $40,000. An explorer’s force of 
porters and other native assistants varies 
from about 40 to 250 souls. Mr. Stanley’s 
present expedition will include about 1,000 
persons, and his trayelling outfit and trade 
goods have cost something over 8100. 000. It 
must be remembered that he is not only try- 
ing to adequately supply the needs of his 
large party, but that he is also carrying much 
clothing, ammunition, and other supplies 
to the several hundred persons who are 
numbered in the little retinue of Emin 
Pasha, 
AN EXHIBITION 

was given in England tne other day of the per- 
formance of a Maximgun. It was a part ot 
the military outfit of the Stanley expidi- 
tion, and the explorer and many promineng 
men watched the performance ot the weapon 
with much satisfaction as it poured fortha 
storm of about six hundred bullets a minute. 
Here is an expedition that is bound on a mis- 
sion of humanity and wishes ill to no man. It 
unfortunately happens, however, that at no 
time since Burton and Speke penetrated 
to the Great Lakes in 1858 have times 
been so troublous in Central Africa as they 
are now. In Uganda and the region around 
it, where Stanley said eleven years ago that 
he travelled us securely as in Europe, the 
powerful despot M’wanga has within the past 
two years killed many thousands of people. 
It is said that in one campaign last year he 
killed 10,000 soldiers of his northern neighbor, 
the King of Unyoro. He is the avowed enemy 
of the whites, one of whom he has murdered, 
two he has enslaved, and the others who were 
in his — 21 he has expelled from his country. 

If Stanley is not able by peaceable means to 
open the road to Wadelai, if he cannot buy the 
favor of the ruler of Uganda, he must defend 
the lives of his party and by force, if needs be, 
fulfilthe mission he is sent to perform, It ts 
right that he be supplied with the best appli- 
ances ot military art. It is believed thatthe 
man who has not been excelled by any African 
explorer in the tact and forbearance he bas 
displayed in his dealings with.the natives may 
be trusted to use these appliances only if 
necessity compels their use. Among the Eu- 
ropeans who will accompany Mr. Stanley is 
one who is specially qualified to 

HANDLE THE MAXIM GUN. 

One of Mr. Stanley's servants will be a boy 
in his teens, who was among a lot ot littie 
slaves thatthe explorer bought of the Arabs 
three years ago. The slaves were starving, 
and Stanley bought the boys for a few cotton 
handkerchiefs, and distributed them among 
the white stations along the Congo. These 
lads are all fromthe Aruwimi Riyer region, 
and speak languages which none of the white 
men onthe Congo have yet acquired. If Mr. 
Stanley takes the Congo route, as he desires to 
do, itis very possible that he will ascend the 
Aruwimi River to reach Emin Pasha. If, when 
he reaches the Congo, he decides to take this 
course, it is his intention to collect these boys. 
as he goes up the river, and make them useful 
to him as interpreters and peacemakers 
among their kindred of the Aruwimi tribes. It 
was his belief when he bought their freedom 
and distributed these boys along the river to 
be educated in the white man's arts, that by 
so doing he was securing so many strong and 
faithful native helpers for his Congo enter- 
prise. Itis probable that he little imagined 
that the next time he visited the spot where he 
freed them from the shackles of the Arab 
slave driver, these boys, who have all been 
doing well, would bo able to render him 
services of almostincalculable value.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 9.—A ‘great 
stimulus has been given to plans for naval 
vessels and for coast defense by the friction 
between this country and Canada. Washing- 
ton swarms with inventors who have plans 
for the most complicated engines of destruc< | 
tion. Congress will increase the appropria- 
tions made for experiments in testing new en- 
gines of warfare and for the construction of 
new cruisers. It is not a question so much of 
business as of sentiment.

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FAI FAILURES. 
THE STRIKES OF THE FREIGHT-HANDLERS 
AND LONGSHOREMEN. 


Neatly Nine Thousand Men Idle and Over 
@200,000 in Wages Lost—The Dock Piers 
Crowded with Workers—Miners’ Strike— 


Shoemakers and Silkdyers Quit Work— 
Fixing the Coal Miners’ scale—Labor 


News. 


New YORK, February 9.—Except for the 
number of longshoremen standing idle on the 
corners, the streets along the river fronts have 
assumed almost their normal appearance. 
Though it requires a larger number of men to 
do the work now than formerly, the steamboat 
and railroad pier managers all claim that busi- 
ness is as good as before the strike, and that 
freight is being moved with the utmost 
facility. Steamers now leave at the 
advertised time and the jam of freight on the 
railroad piers no longer exists. At the Mal- 
lory dock and the Clyde Line dock in East 
River, where they are in the habit of clearing 
one or more steamers per day, there has been 
a decided improvement. At the latter dock 
the City of Atlanta came up yesterday and 
this morning she was almost discharged. The 
pier master on the Mallory dock said he had 
seven of the strikers at work, but was unable, 
however, to point them out. Two delegates 


from the Knights of Labor met Henry and J. 
T. Maxweil, the representatives of President 
Corbin of the Reading Rallroad, this morning, 
but witbout arriving at any satisfactory re- 
suits. The question of calling out the Knights 
on the Reading road is still open and may be 
ordered within two days, Mr. Corbin’s offer 
of a 4 having been refused.

There never was 
a great labor movement in New York 
city whieh failed so miserably as these 
strikes. At the present time there are 8,714 
freight handlers and ’longshormen idle in New 
York city as aresultofthestrike. Two weeks 
ago these men had steady ernployment at good 
wages. Most of these laborers will never re- 
gain the places they left at the command of 
the Knights of Labor. 

The Advertiser estimates the losses in 
wages to the striking freight handlers and 
*‘longshoremen to date at about $210,000 and 
says: ‘‘If the ‘longshoremen were to be 
granted to-morrow their demand for increase 
of wages, which they made the pretext of 
their strike, it would take more than four 
months of steady work for them to regain 
what they have already lost. 


Surface Men Resume Work. 


MILWAUKEE, February 9. A special to the

then a county institution. Death and 
recoveries removed her rivals and 
for many years she has proudly 
enjoyed the distinction of being the oldest in- 
mate of the Asylum. She wasalways good 
humored, except this distinc- 
tion was disputed by some of 
her associates, when she resented 
the attempt to deprive her of the honor which 
she held so dear. ‘‘Mother’’ Smith will be 
remembered by the thousands of 
persons who. dave visited the asy-; 
lum during the past eighteen years. 


She was the leading spirit at the ‘‘patients’ 
balls which were given regularly for the 
benefit of the demented prisoners. 
She led the dance and appropriated 
to herself the numerous responsibilities 
of hostess. She discharged the duties of this 
assumed position with punctilious politeness. 
Old Mother Smith’s remains were 
consigned to the dead-house un- 
der the rules of the. department. 
No further disposition will be made of the 
body until the allotted forty-eight hours ex- 
ire. If itis not taken in charge by relatives 
2 that time it will be buried in potter’s field.

Fire Department Appropriations. 


Capt. John Lindsay, Chief of the Fire De- 
partment, was at the City Hall to-day on busi- 
ness connected with the finances of his de- 
partment. Speaking of appropriations he 
said: ‘‘The appropriation should be much 
larger. Look, here Ihave a copy of the ap- 

ropriation for the Chicago Fire Department. 
They lay aside $857,000 for that department. To 
this 2 per cent of the amount is added 
tor delinquents. Our appropriation 
is $424,000. They annually expend more 
than twice what our department costs us. 
Our appropriations are itemized, that is, there 
is so much for hose, so much for feed, etc. 
By the strictest economy inevery part of the 
department we have saved about $9,500, which 
we turn into the general fund and for the re- 
appropriation of which we now have a bill 
before the Assembly authorizing the expen- 
diture of this amount for two engines 
to replace two old engines, which do 
not answer the requirements of their district. 
A city official quoted as saying that the men 
put on some time ago were divided ampng the 
old companies is mistaken. Over seventy-five 
of them were disposed of on new engine and 
hook and ladder companies and on the fuel 
wagon. The remainder were much needed in 
the district east of Eighth street where a 
great many large buildings have reeently 
gone up, and the rest of the men were divided 
among those companies.

LEIGHTON’S STEAL. 


The Boston Criminal Court Clerk’s Defalca- 
tion Greatly Exaggerated. 


Boston, February 9.—The Journal says of 
the alleged defalcation of Clerk Leighton: 
„When Mr. John C. Leighton unexpectedly 
resigned in December last as Clerk of the 
Munictpal Criminal Court, after twenty years 


of service, there was much surprise expressed 
by persons who knew him well. About 
that time it became known that 
his accounts were not correct 
and when asked about it by the 
judges, Mr. Leighton admitted that such was 
the case, but it was attributed to unintentional 
errors on his part and that he was 
ready when the amount was ascertained, 
to make the deficiency good. An expert was 
then employed by the judges, but it will take 
a long time to ascertain whether 
the shortage amounts to a sufficient sum 
to show an undoubted criminal intent on 
the part of Mr. Leighton. No proceadings 
against him have been begun. The statement 
that Mr. Leighton’s defalcation will amount 
to $200,000, or . upwards, cannot, at 
this stage, at least, be borne out by facts, as 
there is not the least evidence as yet upon 
which a complaint could be maintained that 
should charge him with even the embezzle- 
ment of 51, 000. ’

NOT ENFORCEABLE, 


Opinion of the Exchange Attorney on the 
Proposed Rules Governing Elevators. 


A few days since Alex. H. Smith presented 
for the consideration of the Board of Directors 
of the Merchants’ Exchange two pro- 
posed amendments to the rules of 
the . Exchange governing elevators. 
These amendments provided that 


‘‘no elevator shall continue or be declared 
‘regular’ that directly or indirectly buys 
grain or ‘futures,’ or that directly or indi- 
rectly deviates from its open public rates of 
storage: nor shall any elevator continue or be 
declared ‘regular’ that mixes grades or sub- 
stitutes one grade of grain for another for de- 
livery or shipment, or that refuses to permit 
grain inspectors, when so directed by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, to examine and report 
uponthe condition and quantity of grain in 
such elevator. 
Any elevator now or hereafter classed as 
regular that shall directly or indirectly disre- 
gard any of the provisions of this section, 
shall on proof thereot be declared ‘irregular’ 
by the board of directors.’’ 

‘ THE ATTORNEY'S OPINION. 
F. N. Judson, the attorney for the Exchange, 
to-day rendered a long written opinion on the 
roposed amendments and on the right of the 
Uxchange to govern the actions of the elevator 
proprietors. Mr. Judson says the amendments 
present direotly the question of the extent of 
the power of the Exchange in enacting rules 
for the classification of elevators. It has been 
established by custom on the Exchange that 
only ‘‘regular’’ elevator receipts can be 
tendered in discharge of contracts made on 
the Exchange floor. Elevator receipts are 
made negotiable by statute. The designation 
by the er ag of certain elevators 
as regular is, therefore, onl a matter 
of convenience. Elevator freights are nego- 
tiable whether the elevators are regular 
under the Exchange rules

THE HOUSE INTERNAL IMPROVEM ENT COM- 
MITTEE’S RAILROAD MEASURE.

rhe Provisions of the Constitution to Be 
Carried Out—Two Bills Passed By the 
House—The Walker Investigation Tem- 
porarily Suspended—Senator Ball’s Book 
Bill Considered and Amended—Proceed- 
ings of the Missouri Legislature. 


Br Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., February 9.—The 
subcommittee of the House Committee on 
Internal Improvements last night reported in 
committee the railroad bill which they were 
directed to prepare. As previously stated in 
the Posr-Disraron, the bill meets ali of the 
requirements of the must yiolent anti-railroad 
legislator, and incorporates all that is neces- 
sary to make operative the provisions of the 
Constitution relating to the regulation of rail- 
roads. It delegates to the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners authority to fix and enforce a 
schedule offreight and passenger rates, pro- 
hibits pooling and discrimination and provides 
severe penalties for infringement of the law. 
The subcommittee stood five to two in favor 
of the bill, and Mr. Jewett, a prominent mem- 
ber of the committee, is of the opinion that it 
will receive the indorsement of the entire 
committee after afew slight alterations. The 
pill is quite lengthy, having twenty-two sec- 
tions, and will probably not be acted upon by 


the committee for several days until after the 
members have had an opportunity of studying 


it. 
THE WALKER INVESTIGATION. 

The Walker Investigating Committee has 
been laying on its oars for nearly a week wait- 
ing on Gen, Melntyre of Cole County. who is 
tus only important witness against the Audi- 
tor woo bas not been examined. When his 
testimony has been given the committee will 
be ready to take up the evidence for the 
defense. Gen. McIntyre has been confined to 
his room for over two weeks past, by a severe 
{iiness, which threatens to result in the loss of 
both of his @yes. Should the committee 
determine to suspend proceedings until the 
General is able to appear before them, the 
investigation may drag out its weary length 
over the entire aession. 

BIDS FOR BONDS. 

Bids were received to-day for the purchase 
of $1,577,000 worth of Missouri 8 per cent 5-20 
ponds.

BALL'S SCHOOL BOOK BILL. 

At noon the Senate went into Committee of 
the Whole for the consideration of the Ball 
school book bill. Senator Ball made a speech 
in favor of the measure, in whic he 
laid special stress upon the fact that 
it does not provide forthe manufacture of the 
books by convict labor at the State Penitenti- 
— und stated that at the proper timehe would 
offer an amendment to the efleot that the 
books shalinotin part or in whole or in any 
manner be manufactured atthe penitentiary. 

The Senate resolved to take up the bill by 
section for amendinent, and Senator John- 
son’s amendment was ayreedito, providing 
that the printing and manufacture of the 
school books shall not be done in the 
State Penitentiary or by convict labor. 
Senator McGinnis’ amendment was agreed to, 
giving the supervision of the manufacture of 
the books to the Board of Public Printing, 
composed of the Governor, Secretary of State, 
Auditor, and Register of Lands. An attempt 
was then made * Senator Davisson of St. 
Louis and Senator Simrall of Clay to kill the 
bill by offering an amendment, providin 
that the books shall be manufacture 
at the Penitentiary by convict labor. The 

ointof order was made thatthe committee 
sad just yoted down such an amendment, but 
Chairman Castieman ruled that ‘‘the Senate 
migut adopt as many inconsistent amend- 
ments as it might see fit.’’ 

Senator Ball attacked Davisson ina bitter 
speech and asked him if he was willing to go 
on record as in favor of convict labor. 

Davisson mace: an explanation to the effect 
thatifthe State must publish the books, it 
might as well use its own labor instead of 
going outside for it. 

The amendment was lost. The bill was 
further amended in a few unimportant points, 
and the committee arose, and reported prog- 
ress to the Senate. 

The Senate took a recess until 2 o’clock.

Important Resolutions Adopted To-Day— 
Prices for Next Year. 


The second day’s session of the Convention 
of the Journeymen Painters’ Association of 
America assembled this morning in Broadway 
Hall. President James Yule occupied tho 
chair and Mr. George Bell acted as Secretary. 
Committees on Resolutions, Arrangements 
and Constitution were appointed during the 
afternoon session yesterday. The object of 


the first-named committee's appointment 
was to draught resolutions defining the posi- 
tion of the Journeymen Painters’ Association 
on three important heads, namely, the ques- 
tions of the use of mixed paints, disputes 
and differences between journeymen and mas- 
ter painters and the adoption of a uniform 
system of apprenticeship in the trade. The 
resolutions reported are apes below, and 
were unanimously adopted by the convention: 
Resoived by the journeyman painters of the 
United States, in convention assembled, that 
we disapprove of the use of ready-mixed 
aints by journeymen painters of the United 
tates, and urge on all painters’ organiza- 
tions throughout the United States to en- 
deavor by precept and example to discontinue 
the use of ready-mixed paints. 

Resolved by the Journeymen Painters’ Na- 
tional Convention of the United States, That 
we believe inthe settlement of all questions 
of wages and hours of labor by arbitration be- 
tween emplovers and employes, and urge 
upon the Master Painters’ Association of 
America the necessity of the proper recogni- 
tion of this fact. 

Resolved, that we, the journeymen painters 
of the United States in convention assembled, 
denounce the methods of miscalled labor 
organizations, communistic in principles and 
anarchistic in action and look on them as 
dangerous to the welfare of all honest labor 
organizations. 

Resolved, That we, the journeymen painters 
of the United States,in convention assembled, 
do deprecate the system of apprenticeship in 
use during the past twenty-five years in our 
trade and do hereby invite the Master Paint- 
ers’ Association of America to co-operate with , 
us in the interest of remedying this evil which 
we are subject to and atthe earliest possible 
time make arrangements for establishing a 
certain number of years for an apprentices ip 
and attheeame time define the age at whic 
our youths should be apprenticed. 

The convention adjourned at 12 and reas- 
ge mbled at 2 o’clock for the afternoon session, 
during which the report of the Committee on 
Constitution, submittin constitution and 
* forthe organization, was heard and 
discussed. The convention will not legislate 
on the question of wages for the coming year, 
having decided to leave the matter within the 
jurisdiction of the local unions.

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RECAPTURED. 


JOHN MITCHELL RE-ARRESTED AND 
BROUGHT BACK TO THIS CITY 


To Answer an Important Charge of Fraud at 
the Last Election—Criminating Cor- 
respondence Found on the Prisoner 
When Taken in Chicago—Who Sent Him 
Away?—A Heavy Bond Required of an 
Indicted Clerk of Election. 


The Federal Grand- jury did not meet until 
noon to-day, though the jurors were all pres- 
ent before 11 o’clock. When tho United 
States District Court met Foreman Norris and 
one or two of the jurymen stroliedin and at- 
tended the proceedings. Edward Green, the 
young man who was arrested on an indictment 
charging him with, having falsified a report 
ofthe One-hundredth Precinct so as to give 
Nathan Frank thirty-five votes more than he 
had received, was arrainged. The substance of 
the indictment was read tothe defendant. It 
charged im with having as Judge of Elec- 
tion’’ falsified the returns of the One Hun- 
dredth Precinct. When asked to plead Green 
replied: ‘‘I was not a Judge of Election. 

„What position did you fill on last election 
day?’’ asked the Court, taking up the indict- 
ment. 

‘‘Iwas Clerk of the One Hundredth Pre- 
cinct.’’ 

The plea of not guilty was then taken and 
the bond fixed at $5,000, though the error will 
probably prove fatal to the indictment ifthe 
proof does not sustain the ullegations. Ed 
Butler appeared during the reading of the in- 
dictment, and after afew words of conversa- 
tion agreed to goon the defendant’s bond. 
When he was presented tothe court Judge 
Treat asked, How many bonds are you on 
already, Mr. Butler?“

On November 1, 1886, 
United States Supervisors Harry Smith and 
Victor Oehler of Precinct 95 of the Tenth 
Ward made a canvas of the houses and found 
that ofthe 469 registrations all but 190 were 
fraudulent. The names were stricken off and 
the supervisors prepared fora hard day’s work 
at the polls, where it was expected the 
fraudulent votes would be cast by repeaters. 
The opening vote at the poli on — day 
was honest until shortly before noon, when 
two men approached the poll and offered to 
vote as John Mitchell ana W. B. Christian, 
registered from Hotel Brown, at the south- 
west corner of Twelfth and Olive streets. 
Supervisor Smith challenged the vote and was 
met by Michael J. Kemfick, Jas. H. Busby, 
Pat Golden and several other Tenth Warders, 
who undertook to argue the case of right. 
Mr. Smith maintains that neither of the men 
lives at the Hotel Brown and claimed that they 
never lived there. The crowd persisted in 
voting them and Mr. Smith ordered the pair 
under arrest. When the United States Mar- 
sbali having them under arrest arrived at the 
elevator of the Custom-house on the way to 
the office of the United States District Attorney 
the crowd stepped in between the officer and 
the prisoners and Christian escaped. Mitchell 
was taken upstairs and placed under arrest. 
Ed Butler, Jr., gave bond (for his 
uppearance. Books of the hotel going to 
prove that Mitchell wasa resident were pro- 
duced and seized on suspicion of being fore- 
eries. A few days later Mitchell ran away and 
his bond was declared forfeited. A judge of 
election also disappeared and no trace of him 
has since been secured. It was learned that 
the man Mitchell had gone to Chicago, where 
he was living under the neme of 
Reilly. A description of him was 
furnished, and on onday he was arrested 
bya Pinkerton operative. He was brought 
here yesterday and has since been kept out of 
the way. No one will be permitted to see him 
until the Government concludes its business. 
When taken in Chicago a lot of correspond- 
ence was found iu his possession concerning 
the election frauds and his escape. He an- 
swered to the name of James Rielly and was 
taken into custody atonce. This morning a 
brother of Mitchell was called before 
the Grand-jury and testified concerning 
the prisoner and the case under investigation. 
Indictments will be returned against the par- 
ties implicated in sending Mitchellaway. As 
the prisoner forfeited one bond, no her

BOSLEY SEATED. 


The School Board Admits Him Without Con 
sidering the Special Committee Report. 

The Bosley-Conroy Contest Committee of the 
Public School Board metagain last night before 
the Board met and endeavored to come to a con- 
clusion as to the report to make to the Board. 
Some of the committee were in favor of grant- 
ing the request made by M. FT. Healy, as at- 


torney for Conroy, to allow him ae- 
céss to the poll-books, while oth- 
ers strenuously refused. The committee 


delayed the meeting of the Board for néarly 
one hour in endeavoring to agree. They 
finally concluded to report the evidence taken 
before the Committee without deciding who 
was guilty of the frauds perpetrated, allowing 
the Board to form its own conclusions and 
also to decide whether the request to have 
access to the poll-books should be granted or 
not. In their report 
THE COMMITTEE 

found that the charge made by Mr. Conroy, 
that Mr. Bosley was allowed to name. the 
judges and clerks of election, was well 
founded. They reported that the evidence 


~ Showed that a list of judges and clerks had 
said the 


been made out by Mr. Arnold, the then mem- 
ber of the Board from the Fifteenth Ward, 
whose duty it was to attend to the appoint- 
ments and that this list had been reported by 
him tothe Secretary of the Board. After the 
list had been received by the Secretary, Mr. 
Bosley, represented that some of the parties 
were dead and some were moved out of the 
ward. The Contest Committee reported that 
Mr. Bosley’s representations were not sus- 
tained by the evidence, but that he was al- 
lowed to name a new set of judges and clerks. 
They found that two of these parties named by 
Mr. Bosley, namely, Robert J. Carroll, who 
acted as Clerk, and James W. Kay, who acted 
as Judge, in District No. 1, Seventeenth Ward, 
did not live in ‘he district. 

They found in District No.1 ballot- box the fol- 
. irregularities: Sixty-two duplicate bal 
lots, three triplicate ballots, twenty-two names 
on the poll book with duplicate numbers, ten 
names marked voted, and numbered on the 
poll-book, for which no ballots were found; 
that seventeen witnesses for whom 

DUPLICATE BALLOTS 
were found, — before the committee 
and testified under oath that they did not vote 
at all; for nearly all of these parties duplicate 
ballots were found for Bosley; twenty-two 
witnesses appeared and swore that they voted 
for Conroy; tor these witnesses duplicate bal- 
lots were found, and in most cases the dupli- 
cate was for Bosley. One witness testitied 
that he voted for Conroy, but no ballot was 
found in the box for him. They also found six 
ei ballotsin District No. 2 without num- 
ers. 

They found from the evidence that 

MICHAEL HAUGHEY 

had voted fifteen minutes before the poll 
closed at District No. I, and that his ballot 
was numbered 399 and that the judges re- 
turned 450 votes cast, leaying 51 votes cast in 
fifteen minutes, which the committee sub- 
mitted as evidence of fraud. The commit- 
tee made their report, leaving itto the Board 
to decide whether Mr. Conroy should have 
the privilege of exawining the poll- books or 
not, Mr. Conroy claiming that he would be 
able to submit more evidence if granted this 
privilege. 

In the Board meeting Mr. Bornmueller 
moved that the report bereceived and the 
—, discharged. The motion was car- 
ried. 

Tnis has the effect of allowing Mr. Bosley to 
hold his seat, as it shuts off Mr. Conroy from 
proces further evidence of fraud. Mr. 
Jonroy claims that he has proved fraud in the 
electionin District No. 1, and that the law is, 
that if fraud is proved it annuls the election. 
He claims that he has done his duty to those 
who bonored him with their suffrages, in ex- 
posing the fraud that was perpetrated. The 
responsibility of refusing to continue the in- 
vestigation rest with the School Board. Un- 
less the Grand-jury prosecutes the inquiry into 
the fraudulent conduct of the election the 
matter will end here.

Legislator Saved From the Operation of the 
Free-Pass Bill—The Militia Bill 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., February 8.—The 
passage by the House to-day of the Dunn bill 
prohibitiag the acceptance of free passes or 
reduced rate tickets by State, municipal or 
county employes is looked upon here as the 
first step forward of the anti-rallroad 
element. While only twenty-six members 
voted againstthe measure andits majority 
was accordingly large, yet, upon closer inspec- 
tion, it will be seen that there was 
method in the madness of this flerce 
onslaught on the railroads. The anti-rallroad 
legislators in their haste or selfishness failed 
to tack onto the bill the usual emergency clause 
and by reason of this failure, having already 
by the mere passage of the bill declared that 
the constitution was inoperative on this point, 
have left open a * -hole for the acceptance 
of free passes by themselves. The adoption 
of an emergency clause would have — the 
bill operative immediately it was signed by the 
Governor, butas the measure now stands it 
could not go into effect until ninety days after 
the final adjournment of this Legislature. 

Secretary of State McGrath — the 
bill this evening said: The bill, should it 
become a law, can not be any stronger or 
more restrictive than the constitutional pro- 
vision on the subject. I shal) do as 1 have al- 
ways done heretofore when called away within 
the State, on State business oras a witness, 
Mr the law department of the road over 
which lam required to travel and obtain the 
necessary transportation. When I go any- 
where on busine-s for the State or for any citi- 
zen of the State in connection with the duties 
of my office I make no charge whatever for 
time or travel and do not intend todoso 
while in office. When I travel within the State 
either on business for myself or pleasure I 
shall do so as heretofore, on a thousand- 
mile ticket or mg paying the regu- 
lar fare. I tak that when I 
travel outside of the State I am a free nt 
and beyond the reach ofa law which really in 
effect is a nullity, even in its application 
within jhe State. Were lI nota memberof the 
State Board of Equalization I would pay no 
attention whatever to the law or its conse- 
quences.’’

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MRS. POTTER’S PLANS. 


SHE AND HER SISTER PREPARING FOR THE 
STAGE. 


Her Parisian Dramatic Teacher Pronounces 
Her the Rachel of the Future—Studies in 


“Galba, the Gladiater”—They Knocked 
Him How a Countryman Enjoyed the 
Ratcatcher’s Operatic Ballet—Amuse- 
ment Notes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DItsPATCH. 

New Tonk, February 9.—A Paris corre- 
spondent of the WORLD, under date ot Janu- 
ary 27, writes, concerning Mrs. James Brown 
Potter’s intentions, the following statement 
may be accepted as authoritative and as com- 
ing directly from her: 

Her plans as to going upon the stage are not 
yet fully developed. She has here in Paris a 
private teacher, Mme. Armand Plessy, at one 
time a member of the Theatre Francaise com- 
pany, and sheis equipping herself in every 
detail of stage technique and business. She 
has been offered an English engagement to 
play in London, but she has not yet accepted 
it. In fact, she says that sne will not ac- 
cept any offer abroad or in America unless it 
is to her advantage in every way. 

She has just purchased a play here and is 
now at work upon it. It may be added, also 
upon authority, that Mrs. Potter’s younger 
sister, Miss Jennie Urquhart, well known in 
New York society, has similiar artistic ten- 
dencies, isnow under instructions with the 
same teacher, and it is well understoodin the 
family that if Mrs. Potter goes on the stage, 
her sister will accompany her. Mrs. Pot- 
ter occupies rooms here with her sister and 
her mother, Mrs. David Urquhart, at the Hotel 
Annex du Louvre. She receives daily instruo- 
tions from Mme. Plessy, who was a contem- 
porary and personal friend ot Rachel in the 
Theatre Francaise. In conversation with Mme. 
Piessy she predicted that Mrs. Potter would

THE ‘‘RACHEL OF THE FUTURE.’’ 
She says that Mrs. Potter is a genius of re- 
markable magnetism’’ and she thinks ‘‘needs 
but little more instruction. It is held by 
Mrs. Potter’s friends that Mme. Plessy's opin- 
ion is of great importance, She is now, of 
course, retired from the stage and is quite ad- 
vanced in years. She will not, itis said, take 
pupils under her instruction unless she is 
assured of the talent of the novice and a pros- 
pect of her success on the stage. 

In fine, it can be said that Mrs. Potter has 
definitely determined upon 

ADOPTING THE STAGE 

as a profession, but that she has not yet re- 
ceived an offer which sne considers sufficiently 
advantageous. Therefore, no date can yet be 
named for her first appearance, nor whether 
she will first appear in London or New York. 
On the one hand, her social success in England 
lust year when she was the guest of Prince and 
Princess of Wales, on board their yacht at 
Cowes, would make her debut in London a 
matter of general interest, and on the other, 
she would prefer her first venture upon the 
stage as a professional actress should be in 
New York, where she bas so many friends and 
where she bas done so much in the cause of 
charity. It is estimated that the proceeds of 
various charitable purposes of ber various 
amateur performances in New York would 
aguregate $100,000.

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“GALBA THE GLADIATOR,” 


Frederick Warde Scores a Hit in the 


Tragedy. 


The tragedy of ‘‘Galba’’ which Mr. Fred- 
erick Warde presented last night at the Grand 
has been transformed since its former pro- 
duction. Having been given a prominent 
place in his repertoire it may be regarded al- 
most as a new play. It is a play of strong mo- 
tives cast on a plane which may be called 
ideal, and dealing with elements which sel- 


dom find a place on the stage. 

Ihe love of a father for his daughter, the 
license and unbounded passion of an un- 
scrupulous Empress and the heroic spirit of 
the Christian martyr are blended into a story 
of undoubted power. Hero are elements full 
ofsimplicity and yet the strongest that hu- 
man nature knows. The treatment of the 
theme is natural and vigorous and while it is 
capable of greater finish in purts yet the inter- 
estis sustained and heightened from the be- 
ginning to the close. The play which 
is from the French of Saumel is put 
in the time of Empress Faustina. At the birth 
of the Emperor Gordian, an oracie has de- 
clared that the life of the Empress’ mother can 
only be saved by the death of another mother 
but that the life of the royal infant will depend 
on that of the slain woman’s child. The wife 
of Galba, a Ducian slave and gladiator, is 
chosen for the sacrifice. Galda, ina fury of 
rage and grief, takes his child and flees into 
Africa. The child, a girl, is stolen trom him 
and he devotes his life to a search for her. 

The play opens in Rume about fifteen years 
aiter these events. Galba is ordered to re- 
appear in the arena. His daughter, Nodamia, 
is a Christian, but aslave of Florian, a noble 
and honored Roman, who frees her in order to 
marry her. Florian is beloved by the Em- 
— who offers him mauriage, but is re- 
ected. In hér rage against her rival she com- 
mands Gulba to slay her, but he is touched by 
her youth and beauty and refusesto do it. 
She, however, consenting to a Pagan cere- 
mony of marriage, is confronted in the 
temple by an aged Christian priest, 
who is dragged thither ‘for trial. The 
rapt devotion to the cause she acknowledges 
her faith and is condemned to be cast to the 
lions. The populace demand that Galba sluy 
her in the arena and will listen to no entrea- 
ties. Just as he is about to plunge his sword 
into her he recognizes her as his daughter and 
Starts back with horror. The populace is in- 
satiable, but the Empress interferes with her 
suldiers for her son's sake. 

The last scene is in the Maenertine prison, 
where are Galba, Modamia, Fiavian and the 
Empress, the latter trying to save the girl. 
She refuses to fly, preferrin martyrdom. 
Gaiba is appealed to by a former slave to 
keep his oath to his associates by killing her 
and thus ending the Emperor’s life. To keep 
his oath and tosave herfrom the mob who 
are battering down the gates he slays her. 
The Emperor’s soldiers are victorious, and 
when he enters the prison in triumph Galba 
attempts to kill him, but is himself slain and 
dies in the faith of nis daughter. 

This sketch of the play is given to show the 
powerful elements with which it deals, and 
while the plot is somewhat complicated and 
the auditor is not fully satisfied with the 
father’s reasoning yet the situations are 
thrilling, the characters vigorously drawn and 
the entire play interesting. 

Mr. Warde had a part in Galba which admir- 
ably suited his vigorous methods and both in 
his quiet and strong scenes displayed intensity 
and power which a.oused the enthusiasm of 
the audience. At the close of the am phiteater 
scene he was called before the curtain hall a 
dozen times. He was intensely dramatic also 
at the close, his final farewell to his daughter 
and his death being full of genuine pathos. 

Miss Eugenie Blair treated the part of Mo- 
damia with a ace, subdued sweetness and 
artistic sensibility which captivated the andi- 
ence. She avoided the least attempt to gain 
artificial effect, but pictured the gentie, loving 
girl, the devoted Christian and submissive 
heroic martyr with charming skill and intelli. 
gence. It was a conception entirely above 
— 1 and was ideal in its artistic 

eauty. 

Miss Emmie Wilmot had a part in ‘‘Faustina’’ 
scarcely less strong than that of the star in 
some respects — on but she altogether 
failed to fill its demands. Her conception was 
ill-defined and was not well sustained. The 
requirements were too heavy for her powers 
ofexpression, and only at times did she ap- 
proach a satisfactory dramatic inter retation 
of the role. Mr. L. F. Rand as Orlgan, Mr. 
Chas. D. Herman as Flavian, Mr. Garrick as
